LONDON (INS)—Marshal Georgi Zhukov, fore- 
most Soviet military figure, was reported under Krem- 
lin detention Tuesday pending a decision on his fate 
by the powerful Communist Party Central Committee. 


A Soviet diplomatic source 
in East Berlin said Zhukov has 
been detained since Saturday 
night when his firing from the 
Defense Ministry leadership 
Was announced. 

. Accusations before the Cen- 
tral Committee are that Zhu- 
kov was building a “cult of per- 
sonality” on the basis of his mili- 
tary leadership. This was the 
same c.arge that Soviet Par- 
ty boss Nikita Khrushchev 
lodged against Stalin—after the 
dictator’s death. 

- Members of the Central Com- 
mittee summoned from all cor- 
ners of the Soviet Union met 
jin special session at the Krem- 
lin Monday in a session that 
lasted until 3:30 a.m. Tuesday. 
’ They were expected to meet 
again Tuesday and to dismiss 
Zhukov from tHe 15-member 
Presidium, the top group with- 
in the Central Committee. 

The East Berlin. informant 
said an official announcement 
clarifying the current Kermlin 
mystery was expected Tuesday 
night or Wednesday. 

Delivery of Moscow morning 
newspapers was held up with- 
out explanation for an hour. 

The; contained no mention 
of Zhukov and there was noth- 
ing in .the news columns to 
shed light on the latest Krem- 
lin action. The omission lied 
to speculation that the mar- 
shal’s case had been presented 
to the Central Committee more 
strongly than anticipated. 

Moscow dispatches said Zhu- 
kov did not attend the meeting 
so that his defense had to be 
presented by other party lead- 
eTs. : 

Some Westerners thought 
Zhukovy’s fate remained in the 
Dalance, but most diplomats 
were convinced Khrushchev 
had taken gnother step toward 


eonsolidating his. leadership by” 
removing is powerful col 
league. 


Marshal Rodion Y. Malinov- 
sky, who took Zhukov’s place 
as Defense Minister, may be 
promoted to the Presidium, 
which has the day-to-day re 
sponsibility for rmning the par- 
ty and, through it, the coun- 
try. The Central Committee is 
responsible for broad policy de- 
cisions. 

An editorial in the Tuesday 
edition of Pravda, official or- 
gan of te party, reminded the 
people that the party headed 
by Khrushchev is the “supreme 
inspirer and holder of Soviet 
power.” 

The Red Star, the army news- 
paper, called for an improve- 
ment in “party political work” 
in the armed forces. Accord- 
ing to the article which was 
read over Radio Moscow, serv- 
icemen should be educated “in 
a spirit of selfless loyalty” to 
the country and party. 

Diplomats regarded the edi- 
torials as a sure sign that Khru- 
shchev had acted to keep the 
army from gaining enough 

wer to endanger his position. 

The London Communist Daily 
Worker reported in a dispatch 
cleared by the censor in Mos- 
cow that Zhukov’s troubles boil- 
ed down to a conflict with the 
party. 

The newspaper said top Com- 
mtnist leaders in Moscow had 
received complaints about the 
attitude of Zhukov and other 
army officials toward the party 
long before the Malenkov-Molo- 
tov-Kaganovich “anti-party” fac- 
tion was deposed last July. — 

According to this version of 
the new Kremlin shakeup, the 
party’s political workers in the 
army were prevented from con- 
tacting the Central Committee.

Seamen Tie 
Up 128 Ships; 
¥ 35,750,000 
Loss Seen 


A total of 128 ocean-going and 
coastal vessels totaling 924,- 
933 tons were idled at ports 
throughout Japan yesterday as 
the second-wave five-day strike 
by the Japan Seamen’s Union 
entered the second day. 


The Japan Shipowners _ A>- 
sociation estimated yesterday’s 
loss alone at ¥35,750,000. 


The. strike was aggravated 
yesterday by the additional par- 
ticipation of large ships of more 
than 2,000 tons. 


Representing the shipown-, 
ers, Yasuo Ichii, president of 
the Mitsui Steamship Co., re 
ported on the progress of the 
strike yesterday afternoon to 
an executive board meeting of 
the Federation of Economic Or- 
ganizations (Keidanren). 


As of late yesterday, the ship- 
owners showed no signs of 
compromising, and talks be- 
tween labor and management 
were put off until today. 


Transportation Minister San- 
nojo Nakamura told newsmen 
yesterday he had no intention 
of stepping into the seamen’s 
strike. 

The union ordered the crew- 
men of the large vessels, ex- 
cluding passenger liners, to join 
the walkout from midnight 
Monday. 

On the first day of the five- 
day walkout Monday, some 45 
vessels aggregating 339,000 tons 
were tied up in 11 ports in the 
nation. 

An urgent appeal for a quick 
settlement of the seamen’s’ dis- 
pute was issued yesterday by 
the Osaka Trade Association to 
the seamen’s union, shipowners, 
the Transportation Ministry and 
the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry. 

The association said the de- 
lay in shipment of exports 
would seriously impair Japan’s 
prestige and damage its. trade 
prospects. 

A similar appeal was expect- 
ed to be made today to repre- 
sentatives of the shipowners by 
the All-Japan Export Union's 
Kansai representatives. 

According to a JSU report, the

In Peiping

PEIPING  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Communist Chinese-Japanese 
talks aimed at producing a 
fourth trade agreement between 
the two countries have broken 
down, 


Masanosuke Ikeda, leader of 
the Japanese trade delegation, 
which has been conducting talks 
with the China Committee for 
the Promotion of International 
Trade, said Tuesday that the 
views of the two sides on de- 
tails concerning the exchange of 
permanent trade missions were 
irreconcilable at present. 

The head of the China com- 
mittee visited Ikeda Monday 
night but a 30-minute talk pro- 
duced no agreement and the 
Japanese said that there was no 
more time for negotiations. 

The Japanese will return 
home Friday and Ikeda said he 
had no idea when the negotia- 
tions would be resumed. 

However, it had been agreed 
to sign a memorandum on the 
points that had been settled and 
this would be done Tuesday 


a might be available Wednes- 
ay. 

The negotiations broke down 
on details concerning the ex- 
change of trade missions which 
would have been implemented 
under a fourth agreement. 

The Japanese said the mis- 
sions should be limited to five 
but the Chinese insisted that 
there should be no limit and 
the size of the missions should 
be determined by each country. 

The Chinese asked for diplo- 
matic rights with regard to mis- 
sion buildings and diplomatic 
immunity for the staff but the 
Japanese said that though they 
would try to guarantee the 
safety of Chinese citizens and 
propert:, nothing could be put 
in writing to this effect. 

Ikeda said he thought the 
fact that no agreement had 
been reached would not have 
a great effect on immediate 
Sino-Japanese trade for a me- 
morandum covered part. of 
this. He agreed that there had 
been a falling off in trade be- 
tween the two countries re- 
cently but said that the same 
was true of Communist Chi- 
nese trade with other coun- 
tries. 

The members of the Japanese 
trade delegation said they 
thought the Chinese wanted to 
do trade with Japan as far as 
purchasing capacity allowed. 

They thought that Chinese in- 
sistence on the unlimited num- 
ber and diplomatic privileges 
for a mission was a_ political 
move in an attempt to discre- 
dit the Kishi Government with 
Japanese businessmen who 
were keen on doing trade with 
China.

Afro-Asian —

third term as West Germany’s 
Chancellor, Konrad Adenauer 
Tuesday called for a vigorous 
program of aid to underdevel- 
oped countries of Asia and Af 
rica, 

The Bonn Republic, he said, 
feels “an Incumbent  obliga- 
tion” to d. what it can to help 
“those emergent countries 
where the desire for freedom 
and independence lives.” He 
called on the German people 
for sacrifices to “extent materi- 
al and cultural ‘help” to Asia 
and Africa. 


Coincident with the decline 
of British and French prestige, 
West Germany already is push- 
ing a trade offensive in Asia 
and Africa. A-stronger govern- 
ment aid program has long 
been expected. 


Adenauer outlined the policy 
of his new Cabinet before the 
West German Bundestag, the 
lower house of parliament, 
elected in September. 

The call for aid to Asia and 
Africa was the chief innovation 
in the 90-minute “state of the 


“nation” speech. Otherwise 
the Chancellor as usual urged 
Western solidarity to. bring 


about global controlled disar- 
mament, genuine European uni- 
ty and reunification by Ger- 
many. 

He suggested that the West 
come up with a joint research 
program to counter the “dan- 
gerous state of affairs” resulting 
from Soviet successes in firing 
a long-range missile and launch- 
ing an artificial earth satellte.

nations from attaining mutual 
understanding till now.” 

Hatta said: “I am very opti- 
mistic that the so-called psycho- 
logical barrier could be over- 
come if the leaders and the peo- 
ple of Japan would have a bet 
ter picture and understanding 
of the ways of thinking existing 
among Indonesian people. 

“Only through elimination of 
the “psychological barrier’ could 
normal relations between Indo- 
nesia and Japan be re-establish- 
ed,” he said. - 

He voiced his “wholehearted” 
support to the joint Kishi-Nehru 
Statement opposing nuclear 
tests, 

The spirit of the Bandung 
Conference has become more 
important, he declared, with the 
development of the intercon- 
tinental ballistics missile, the 
man-made satellite and other 
technological advancement. 

Explaining the economic and 
strategic position of Indonesia, 
Hatta said, “The first line of

WASHINGTON (AP)—U55. in- 
dustrialist David Sarnoff said 
Tuesday that time for victory in 
the cold war is running out 
under “Ihe pressure of Soviet 
success in weapon technology. 

“If we are to win the cold 
war, or at least obtain the up- 
r hand in it, it must be done 
fore mankind is overwhelm- 
- ed by the holocaust of hydrogen 
war,” Sarnoff said. 

Sarnoff, chairman of the 
beard. of -the Radio Corp. of 
America.and a retired army bri- 
gadier general, prepared his re- 
marks for the annual meeting 
of the Association of the Army 
of the United States. 

Sarnoff said the Moscow an- 
nouncement last August of a 
successful test of an interconti- 
nen#a) ballistic missile “may be 
exaggerated but it is not safe 
to rely- on that assumption.” 
Perfection of an ICBM is. inevit- 
able because “both sides know 
its principle,” said Sarnoff. 

It is only a matter of time— 
“within, five years and possibly 
sooner”—that both Russia and 
the United States will have 
mass production of the trans- 
oceanic **missiles, he predicted. 

Then will come “dreadful pari- 
ty,” Sarnoff forecast. He con- 
tended that the logic of not 
starting a war with those weap- 
ons might not be a restraining 
influeénce-—“emotion, raised to a 
pitch” of hysteria by the very 
magnitude of the menace, may 
Vanquish reason.”

The Japanese delegation, as of 
Monday, seemed determined to 
press its disarmament proposal 
to a vote even though it had 
gained no significant support 
from any quarter of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


Diplomatic observers said 
Japan’s course appeared to 
have been dictated by domes- 
tic considerations and by a de- 
sire to have a voice in the disar- 
mament proceedings.as long as 
possible.

He said the second bill would 
provide for raising the limit of 
the export bill insurance con- 
tracts from the present ¥8,000 
million to ¥16,000 million.

The remaining five bills will 
include those for revision of the 
Postal Savings Law and for re- 
vision of the Regular Govern- 
ment Service Wage Law.

The first stop was the Fujimi 
Kosei Hogo Kai which is under 
the supervision of Mrs. Tateo 
Kanda. in the attractive con- 
crete block and aluminum build- 
ing 40 teen-age parolees who 
have come out of reformatories 
are being assisted in their ad- 
justment to a new life and 
trained to support themselves 
honestly. The ILBS donated

The ladies then visited the 


Mikeeri Oizumi Ryo. This is a 
well run dormitory-type com- 
munity operated by Hatsuko 
Nakamura, an unusually dedicat- 
ed woman, She believes that the 
lowest classes of the unemploy- 
ed and homeless are in dire 
need of assistance and rehabili- 
tation. 

The home was established by 
Mrs. Nakamura some years ago 
to care for widows and their 
children and women who have 
been deserted by their hus- 
bands. Women of all ages from 
teen-agers to bent old women 
are sheltered here. The 8-20 
mat rooms are shared by six 
to eight family groups with 0.8 
tatami allotted per person. 
There are at present 580 persons 
including 300 children. The 
women have been sent here by 
Welfare Ministry workers who 
found them in the Ueno area, 
homeless, destitute, hungry and 
completely discouraged. 

Amazing Change 

Usually when they arrive at 
the place they are dirty and 
louse-ridden with a glazed look 
of frustration. After three 
months’ stay, however, their 
expression changes, their skin 
assumes a healthy color and 
they become eager to work. 
They stay here from six months 
to two years or more. As soon 
as they find a place to live and 
means to earn their living they 
leave the institution, "he 
ILBS gave ¥225,000 this year to 
this organization, 

The Seishi Ryogo-en, next on 
the tour, is under the supervi- 
sion of Dr. Kenji Takagi, a noted 
authority on the medical re 
habilitation of crippled child- 
ren. This hospital was first 
adopted by the ILBS in 1954. 
There are 20 children under tRe 
eare of 100 doctors, 40 nurses 
and 15 other workers. They 
range in age from a few months 
up to 18 years of age occupying 
four wards—surgical, convales- 
cent, home ward for rehabilita- 
tion before returning home and 
the mother-child ward where 
mothers bring severely handi- 
capped children for whom no 
hospital room is available, to 
take care of them at home.

six months to two years as they 
progress from one ward to the 
next. 

They are given physical and 
occupational therapy and voca- 
tional training. In the convales- 
cent and T.B. wards teachers 
come and give lessons to chil- 
dren in their beds. 

Only two of the patients can 
pay for their entire expenses, 
the rest depending on assistance 
from the prefectural or city gov- 
ernments or health insurance 
plans. 

Well-Run Hospital 

The hospital is efficiently run, 
well-equipped, very clean and 
excellently staffed by devoted 
doctors and nurses who not 
only care for the unfortunate 
children but love them with 
patience and understanding. 

The ILBS in 1954 gave the 
hospital an outdoor swimming 
and a playground which 
cost ¥1,929,400. Since then the 
same society has given every 
year a wonderful Christmas 
party complete with a tree, pres- 
ents and cakes. Mrs. Glenn 
Shaw, founder of the society 
has often said that it was heart- 
warming to find children on all 
fours or crutches walk home 
after half a year or a year’s stay 
here. 

The last stop was at the Don 
Bosco Day Nursery where more 
than 400 children of working 
mothers ranging in age from 
two and a half to six are cared 
for. The children come from 
two groups—about 200 from 
very poor homes and the other 
200 from average low income 
families. The latter are able to 
pay tuition although it does 
not cover expenses, Dut the for- 
mer are given help by the To- 
kyo Metropolitan Government.

In prewar days fur stoles par- 
ticularly silver foxes were in 
vogue. among older women who 
wore them over their kimonos. 
Very few elderly women wore 
Western-style dresses in those 
days. Fur coats were sold onl 
to foreign ladies who were mo 
ly wives of diplomats. 

The Yamaoka Fur Store, the 
oldest in Japan, catered to such 
wealthy women before the war. 
The store was opened in Yoko- 


| hama by the late Chohichi Ya- 


maoka in 1912, After the great 
earthquake in Tokyo and its vic- 
inity in 1923 the Yokohama 
store was amalgamated with the 
one on Ginza. The store most- 
ly conducted business with de- 
partment stores, 


The Yamaoka Fur Store has 
been expanding its store on 
Ginza and the new building 
will be open with <a display of 
luxurious furs for sale as of 
Nov. 5. 


According to Sakujiro Yoshi- 
da, business manager of the 
same store, Japan produces 
mink, marten, squirrel and rab- 
bit furs.

Fur-farming is common 
in all the fur-producing ceun- 
tries now. 

In Japan fur-farming was 
limited to the breeding of sil- 
ver or black foxes in prewar 
days, but the same technique is 
now used to breed minks, 

According to Yoshida, furs 
obtained from the fur-bearing 
animals bred in captivity are 
much superior to 
wild animals. Mutation or vari- 
ation becomes possible through 
mating. Breeding animals yield 
furs with luxuriant luster and 
softness. Sapphire minks are 
the best.

New Compound May Be Step 
Toward Birth Control Pill 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP)— 
The Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America an- 
nounced the development of a 
compound that may be the 
first giant step toward a birth 
control pill, 


The announcement was made 
at a symposium on the medical, 
moral and social implications 
of new contraceptive methods 
sponsored by the federation, 

Dr. Manuel Paniagua, medical 
director of the Puerto Rican 
Family Planning Association, 
reported on a study begun in 
March 1956, in which 218 wom- 
en have been given pills made 
mainly of a synthetic steroid, 
which is a hormone prepara- 
tion. 


The women have taken a. 


tablet daily for 20 days each 
month. No pregnancies have 
occured while pills were taken 
as instructed, Paniagua said, 
but a sizable number of wom- 
en reported various unfavor- 
able reactions to the pill. 


No conclusions can be made 
yet as to possible side effects 
from long-range usage, he said, 
and the study is continuing and 


“shows great promise for the 
future,” he said. 

Dr. Alan F,. Guttmacher, 
director of obstetrics and 
gynecology at New York's Mt. 
Sinai Hospital, said the potentia! 
long-term danger in taking the 
pill lies in the possibility of 
throwing hormones off balance. 
This eventually could damage 
the basic physiology of the 
body. 

In a statement summarizing 
the symposium, the Planned 
Parenthood Federation said 
there appeared to be no ques- 
tion as to the effectiveness of 
the pill in preveniing concep- 
tion, but there was consider- 
able doubt as to its possible 
long-range effect on the health 
of the individual. 

“There was a general feeling 
of optimism and excitement,” a 
federation statement said. 

“It was felt by all partici- 
pants that We are on the 
threshold of a new era in birth 
control. While it is certain 
that any of the currently new 
methods will prove to be the 
ideal answer, there is no ques- 
tion that they represent a bold

They range from ¥50,000 
to ¥100,000. 

Fur businessmen must be as 
alert to fashion as dress design- 
ers. Fashions in Paris and New 
York are watched closely, so 
that all the ready-made fur coats 
are up-to-date in style. 

“In Japan remaking can be 
done reasonably. Remaking a 
coat costs from 20,000 to ¥30,- 


000,” says Yoshida.

U.S. to Hold 
Trade Fair 
In Moscow 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP)— 
The first American trade fair in 
the Soviet Union in the 40-years 
history of the Communist reg- 
ime will be held in Moscow next 
summer, it was disclosed here 
Monday, 

The site of the exhibition of 
American agricultural and in- 
dustrial products will be Mos- 
cow's famous Gorki Park, on the 
bank of the Moskva River. 
Four large buildings will be 
used and a total of 250,000 
square feet, partly in existing 
halls and partly on open ground, 
has been reserved for the Amer- 
ican exhibit. 

Details of the agreement 
reached with the Russian Gov- 
ernment were revealed by 
Americans Abroad Associates, 
Ine., a newly organized trade 
Management firm specially 
formed to manage the American 
fair in Moscow. The final agree- 
ment culminates more than 2% 
years of negotiations. 

According to plans being for- 
mulated by its organizers the 
“whole range of American life 
will be shown in actual opera- 
tion.” 

A large farm will demonstrate 
the agricultural aspects of the 
U.S. economy. Manufacture of 
strategic industrial and consum- 
er goods will also have displays. 

In addition, plans are under 
‘way for the construction of an 
American-managed _ restaurant 
covering some 18,000 square 
feet, capable of serving 20,000 
persons daily. A heavy accent 
will be placed on American 
menus, 

Plans are also being discuss- 
ed for some American universi- 
ties to cooperate in giving a 
series of summer courses in con- 
junction with the fair, Such 
topics as American history, Eng- 
lish and agriculture would be 
covered. However, these plans 
are still in the formative stage. 
Fair organizers point out these 
courses would take place only 
if various American foundation 
groups provided the necessary 
funds.

GATT Meeting Discusses 


Common Market Scheme 


GENEVA (AP) — President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, in a 
message received Monday, wel- 
comed the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) as 
“a major instrument of world 
trade cooperation.” ~ 

The message was delivered to 
the. current 12th session of 
GATT by Thomas C. Mann, U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State for 
Economic Affairs. It relates to 
the 10th anniversary of the 
signing of the agreement which 
will be celebrated Wednesday. 

“Please give my greetings to 
all attending the 12th session of 
the .contracting parties to the 
General agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade,” the message said. 

“Over the past 10 years, the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
has grown in importance until it 
stands today as a major instru- 
ment for world trade coopera- 
tion. 

“Strengthened by a growing 
tradition of worldwide service, 
the General Agreement will en- 
joy continuing progress.” 

The main agenda items of the 
GATT session, which opened at 
ministerial level Monday, is the 
growing concern of overseas 
countries about the European 
Common Market, the continuing 
restrictions against American 
goods and the exclusion of Ja- 
pan from GATT privileges. 


Japan and GATT 

GENEVA  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Thomas C. Mann, U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs, said it was the “earnest 
wish” of the United States that 
additional contracting es 
would be able to assume GATT 
relations with Japan in the near 
future. 

Fifteen of the GATT member 
nations withhold most-favored- 
nation treatment from Japan 
under an “escape clause in the 
General Agreement. 

Mann said the authority of the 
United States to carry out new 
tariff negotiations after June 30 
of next year would depend 
upon further appropriate action 
by Congress when the Trade 
Agreements Act became due for 
renewal. 

“The executive branch favors 
the extension of the Trade 
Agreements Act and believes 
that the life of the trade-agree- 
ments program should be ex- 
tended sy the Congress for a 
sufficient period to provide 
stability to the program as well 
as adequate authority to con- 
solidate and expand the gains 
that have been made in worid 
trade,” he said. 

“The effectiveness of the 
General Agreement would, we 
believe, be greatly increased by 
the establishment of the Organi- 
zation for Trade Cooperation 
which is provided for in the 
agreement drawn up by the 
contracting parties in 1955, Ac- 
cordingly, my Government will 
again recommend that Congress 
authorize the participation of 
the United States in the OTC” 

Common Market Plan 
_~Sir David Eccles, President of 
the British Board of Trade, told 
the conference that Britain 
could,not welcome any plan that 
sought to achieve the develop- 
ment of overseas territories at 
the “oe of the trade of 
other underdeveloped areas. 

Refer¥! g to the six-nation 
European Common Market, he 
said: 

“We can accept and sym- 
pathize with the desire of the 
six to assist by investment and 
by any other means consistent 
with the principles of GATT the 
development and industrializa- 
tion of their overseas territories 
—we have similar objectives for 
our own colonies,” he said. 

“But we cannot welcome any 
plan which seeks to achieve 
such ends at the expense of the 
trade of other underdeveloped 
countries through arrangements 
which do not appear to us to 
fail within the scope of GATT 
provisions, 

“This view is not an isolated 
view,” Sir David continued. “It 
is widely shared by public 
opinion in many countries. The 
arrangements proposed are re- 
garded as essentially an exten- 
sion of the preferential system 
existing today between France 
and her. overseas territories, 
under which new and, in some 
important cases, substantial pre- 
ference will be created in the 
other larger markets of the com- 
munity. 

“Tt seems to follow that these 
arrangements require a waiver 
of the General Agreement and 
that the waiver should be con- 
ditional upon appropriate ad. 
justments and safeguards for | 


the interests of other contract- 
ing parties.” 

Sir David said that expansion 
in trade deliberately sought by 
Governments between any pair 
or group of countries should not 
be at the expense of other mem- 
bers of GATT and that all 
should hold firmly to the prin- 
ciple of getting rich together 
and not to change the methods 
of international trade -in any 
way that might mean some 
gained while others lost.

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Zhukov Loses Post 


From time to time the world is treated to the spec- 
tacle of political surprises in Moscow, the underlying causes 
of which are by no means easy to fathom. 

Every now and then one or more of the Kremlin 
-‘Jeaders, holding some office of high authority, falls into 
disgrace or is shuffled off to some faraway or unimportant 
place where he is lucky indeed if he may sojourn quietly 


in villeggiatura. 


This series of events has one common factor. 
Russian people have no say in the matter. 


The 
The nation is 


not consulted. All is done within the narrow limits of the 
Red oligarchy which somehow or other continues to cling 
to power, and the political scene is so utterly different 
from that obtaining in democratic countries that observers 
find it difficult to keep track of realities. 


The latest case—that of Marshal Zhukov—strikes one 
as more than ordinarily mysterious. In some way, we 
must suppose, the Marshal, in his capacity of Minister of 
Defense, has failed to toe the Communist Party line or has 
‘perhaps given offense to Mr. Khrushchev himself. 

A widely acclaimed hero of the war, he has been gen- 
erally regarded as the No. 2 man in the Soviet hierarchy, 
and the abrupt nature of his relief from his defense post 
hardly suggests that he is marked out for any higher posi- 


tion. 


It is, of course, a matter of common knowledge that 
the Communist Party and Government in Moscow are sub- 
ject to continual interna] feuds which from time to time 
burst above the surface. It seems to be in the very nature 
of the Communist system that this should be so, These 
feuds tend to become aggravated before a new dictator 
assumes plenary authority, and this perhaps is the posi- 
tion in Moscow at the moment. Although Mr. Khrushchev 
is clearly today’s top man, it is not so certain whether he 
can be considered to have yet blossomed forth as an 


absolute dictator. 


The announcement of Marshal Zhukov’s demotion, if 
it is to be regarded as demotion, and of this we cannot be 
certain until we learn what his future is to be, comes at 


a curious time. 


The Soviet drive into the Middle East has recently been 
capped by the extraordinary pretense that Turkey, instigat- 
ed, of course, by the “wicked Americans,” is planning to 
attack Syria, revive the Ottoman Empire, injure Soviet 
interests and what not. Is this Middle East program a 
Communist conception with which Marshal Zhukov, both 
as a soldier and a statesman, finds himself in disagreement 


and has said so? 


It is also to be remarked that the change has been 
made just prior to the October Revolution celebrations to 


be held early next month. 


| It seems that this occasion is to be made a meeting 
of top Communist leaders and may prove of more than 
usual interest. Polish Communist chief Gomulka, who 
has recently organized a vigorous “purge” in his own coun- 


try, will be there. 


North Vietnam’s President Ho Chi 


Minh will head his country’s delegation. Red China’s chief- 
tain Mao Tse-tung will lead the delegates from Peiping. 
And even Yugoslav President Tito has been invited. It 
looks, in fact, much as if a sort of fresh drive on the part 
of international communism is being studied and some 
definite plans are likely to be prepared. 


. Admittedly, -all this is largely a matter of speculation, 
but it is fairly certain that something is afoot and that the 
change in the Soviet Ministry of Defense is in some way 


connected with this. 


The fact that purges in party membership are now 
going on in several Communist countries rather discourages 
us from taking the view that any “summit” meeting of 
Communist chieftains in Moscow this November might be 
preliminary to some kind of liberalizing movement. 


Recent happenings in Red China have made it abun- 
dantly clear that under pretense of hearing the views of 
others, the Communist leaders seek to discover fresh means 
of fastening their totalitarian dogmas on the people, includ- 
ing those intellectuals who have dared to think for them- 
selves and publicly question party resolutions in speech 


or writing. 


Although it may be a matter for wonderment among 
those living under a free system of representative self- 
government, that people can. be found to accept the 
‘Communist way of life at all, it has to be recognized that 
a Communist regime is one whole. The one-party dictator- 
ship—usually with a personal dictator at the head—plus 
the secret conduct of public affairs and the lack of respon- 
sibility of the executive to public opinion must »be ac- 


cepted with it. 


But it is manifest that such acceptance renders the 
work of the most loyal public servant difficult beyond 
belief, and the upshot is the dark cloud of suspicion and 
intrigue which surrounds the Kremlin and keeps the Rus- 
sian people from Ribrdnthonsives with the Free World.

_ Significance of Sputnik ey 


- Soviet Launching of Satellite Is Devastating Blow and Lesson to U.S. 


NEW YORK—The Sputnik, 
the latest addition to the Eng- 
lish vocabulary, has scored a 
devastating hit against the US. 
without so much as touching 
the earth’s atmosphere, much 
less American soil. Some ob- 
servers have, not without justifi- 
cation, likened it to Pearl Har- 
bor, In both events, America 
seems to have been caught un- 
awares, 

But the distinction must be 
made clear. In December 1941 
the U.S. could cry “treachery;” 
in October 1957, she . could 
blame only herself. 

On the face of it, however, 
official U.S. tried to minimize 
the initial report of the success- 
ful launching of the earth satel- 
Re- 


was the press conference by 
President _ Eisenhower himself 
of Oct. 9, five days after the 
Sputnik began orbiting around 
the earth, He said that the U.S. 
was never “in a race” with the 
Soviet Union with regard to 
artificial satellite development. 


Stole a March 

With emphasis, he dissociated 
the satellite from the ICBM, 
saying “they are related only 
indirectly in the physical sense, 
and in our case not at all.” At 
least the American scientists, 
on whom their Soviet counter- 
parts clearly stole a march, 
“spoke in most congratulatory 
terms” about the Soviet achieve- 
ment, according to President 
Eisenhower's own description 
of their reaction. “They ex- 
pressed themselves as pleased 
rather than chagrined,” he said. 

And on the military signifi- 
cance of the satellite, he said it 
did not “raise my apprehen- 
sions, not one iota.” 

Yet, on the following day, he 
attended a meeting of the Na- 
tional Security Council, which 
Was unusual in its membership. 
Reports from Washington in- 
dicated that not only military 
and intelligence experts but 
also budget officials and USIA 
men studied the impact of the 
Sputnik behind closed doors. 

There were other indications 
the U.S. Government was cer- 
tainly more concerned about 
the recent event than the Presi- 
dent gave the public to think. 
Indeed many of the scientists, 
some in uniform, sounded 
“chagrin when they were 
quoted by the press as saying, 
“We could have launched a 
satellite last year, if only we 
had more money...” and“... 
if only they would have let us 


do it.” 
Shift in Tone 


Understandably the three 
armed forces last week decreed 
that their personnel should re- 
frain from making any com- 
ment on the now sore subject 
because “any statement ,.. at 
this time is subject to misinter- 
pretation both here and abroad.” 

As days passed, Washington’s 
assessment of what the 184 
pound sphere in outer space 
has done to the world and to 
the U.S. seemed to change.

Asahi Shimbun, taking up the

Mainichi Shimbun said the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty should not hesitate to clari- 
fy its newly hammered-out 
policies before the forthcoming 
extraordinary Diet. It is regret- 
table that in an attempt to 
avert friction with the Oppo- 
sition. Socialist Party, the gov- 
erning party is reportedly plan- 
ning to go without the Prime 
Minister’s administrative poli- 
cy speech, It is hoped that 
Prime Minister Kishi will clari- 
fy administrative policy.

Press Camesinati 


Yomiuri Shimbun in its com- 
ment on the Socialist Party’s 
“extraordinary Diet session” 
policy just made public, hoped 
the party would concentrate 
only on the most urgent prob- 
lems. As urgent problems, the 
paper cjted two: the Kishi 
Cabinet’s policy toward other 
Asian nations and its financial 
and economic policy. It is prob- 
lematical whether the Kishi 
Cabinet’s Asian policy attained 
any achievement. The blatantly 
publicized Southeast Asia De- 
velopment Fund plan is still to 
be put into practice. No agree- 
ment has been reached with 
Indonesia and Vietnam on re- 
parations payment. As to the 
economic policy, the paper said 
the Government was forced to 
shift from the positive to the 
retrenchment policy only two 
months after enactment of the 
budget. The Socialist Party is 
urged to press the Government 
to clarify these two matters, 
the paper said. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
in its comment on the Eisen- 
hower-Macmillan conference in 
Washington which lasted three 
days beginning Oct. 23, said that 
there is now less hope for the 
world to see agreement on dis- 
armament. As seen in the joint 
communique released following 
the summit conference, it is 
clear that the two leaders devot- 
ed themselves exclusively to- 
ward discussion on _ strategic 
matters. They reaffirmed the 
need to strengthen the Free 
World's collective security sys- 


tem as well as the need to pos-

Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) said two problems have 
come to the fore in connection 
with wheat and b&rley crops in 
this country.

Also the Sputnik has revers- 
ed the moral positions of the 
U.S. and Soviet Union at least 
in the eyes of the millions of 


the so-called “uncommitted” 
nations of the world, 
Wide of Mark 


Consciously or unconsciously, 
the Americans have tried to 
paint the Soviet Union as a liar 
and a sort of “ignorant farm- 
er,” incapable of modern scien- 
tific achievements. The Rus- 
sians in the past claimed many 
“firsts” and “bests” without 
basis in fact. But this time, 
even the U.S. can’t deny the 
Sputnik in space. 

What is doubly worse for the 
U.S. is that its official estimate 
of Soviet capabilities in nuclear 
and rocket developments has 
now proven to have been quite 
wide of the mark, In fact, the 
unsavory record goes back 
more than a decade. 


It is recalled that when the 
U.S. successfully exploded the 
first atom bomb at Los Alamos 
in the summer of 1945, respon- 
sible top officials went on rec- 
ord to say that the Soviet Union 
was from 10 to 15 years behind 
the U.S. Some other sources 
mentioned even 30 years, But 
the Soviet Union exploded her 
own atom bomb in the fall of 
1949. In the summer of 1953, 
Dr. Robert Oppenheimer, then 
high in the Government as a 
principal figure in the develop- 
ment of nuclear weapons, eX- 
pressed the official view that 
the Soviet Union was “four 
years behind” the U.S. in the 
field of nuclear weaponry. 
Within a few weeks, an H- 
bomb was exploded in Siberia. 

One of the latest indications 


of the consistent underestima- 
tion by the U.S. of Soviet scien- 
tific progress came in July this 
year. Official sources in Wash- 
ington disclosed to the press 
that the Soviet Union was “sub- 
stantially behind the U.S, with 
respect to both the ICBM, The 
former, it was said, was at a 
very early stage of develop- 
ment and the motors being 
tested for these weapons are 
“comparatively rimitive.” 
When the Kremlin announced 
the “successful testing of the 
ICBM” within a month, the 
U.S. Government gave it little 
credence, 


“Our most effective weapons 
are nuclear, and there is good 
reason to believe chat we are 
ahead of the Russians in this 
field, whatever the truth of the 
recent Russian claim to having 
successfully tested an ICBM.” 
So wrote Dr. Edward Teller, 
the “father of the H-bomb,” in 
an. article appearing in This 
Week, a Sunday supplement. 

The ironic—and also  un- 
fortunate for the scientist and 
the US.—fact is that the ar- 
ticle, obviously written after 
the Soviet announcement on the 
ICBM and before the Sputnik, 
came out on Oct. 13, nine days 
after the launching of the earth 
satellite! 

Baffling Mystery 

But there is a mystery more 
baffling than the seemingly un- 
reliable U.S. estimate of Soviet 
capabilities. It is public know- 
ledge that the U.S. “was in a 
race” against the Soviet Union 
with respect to the ICBM, and 
also it is a well-known fact 
that one of the aims of develop- 
ing the earth satellite is to 
ascertain the shape and phy- 
sical consistency of the earth— 
data essential for accurately 
locating targets for the ICBM. 
Why, then, the separation of 
the two projects? Furthermore, 
even granting that the earth 
satellite had no direct bearing 
on the value of the ICBM, why 
did U.S. leaders fail to assay 
the political importance of per- 
fecting an earth satellite be- 
fore any other nation? 

As in the case of Pearl 
Harbor, it may have been due 
to the sheer lack of foresight 
on the part of the leaders. 
Again like the event of 16 
years ago, however, the Sput- 
nik’s triumph may prove a 
short-lived one and a_ potent 
stimulant for American stamina 
and her industrial capabilities 
which eventually demonstrated 
the genuine greatness of this 
nation during the early 1940's, 


Removal of Zhukov

NEW YORK—tThe replacement 
of Marshal Georgi K,. Zhukov as 
Soviet Defense Minister has the 
earmarks of a plot carefully or- 
ganized by master intriguers— 
probably by Nikita Khrushchev 
himself. 


It is possible Zhukov may be 
given in the future a high-sound- 
ing title or position of some sort 
—but he apparently has been re- 
moved from the key spot of con- 
trol over the armed forces, 


Evidence accumulates to in- 
dicate this represents an effort 
to remove the idolized war hero 
from the Kremlin power strug- 
gie. 


Two possible interpretations 
can be put on the Kremlin in- 
fighting involved in the Zhukov 
replacement, One is that 
Khrushchey himself master- 
minded the removal in order to 
eliminate a formidable rival in 
his drive to supreme dictatorial 
power over kussia. The second, 
less probable but more startling 
in its possibilities, is that 
Khrushchev’s own _ position 
might be involved in the crisis. 
So far, however, there has been 
no indication that Khrushchev 
is in difficulty, 


The fact the replacement of 
Zhukov by Marshal Rodion Ma- 
linovsky was decided on while 
Zhukoy was abroad seems to 
indicate Zhukov was not con- 
sulted and was presented with 
a fait accompli when he _ re- 
turned to Moscow Saturday 
from a tour of Yugoslavia and 
Albania, 


It looks as if while Zhukov 
was outside the USSR the Com- 
munist party leadership and 
factions in the Soviet high com- 
mand which feared Zhukov’s 


prestige and authority conspired 
to oust him. They arranged 
things so that when he got out 
of his plane in Moscow he 
would find himself helpless to 
oppose them. 


If, as seems likely, it was 
Khrushchev who organized the 
replacement of Zhukov, the 
Communist Party boss probab- 
ly was guided by two considera- 
tions, 

One was a factor in domestic 
politics: so long as Zhukov was 
commander of the armed forces 
he might under certain circum. 
stances—if he felt the security 
of Russia was threatened by the 
party leadership—challenge the 
party. Holding a place in po- 
pular esteem comparable to that 
of President Eisenhower in the 
United States he could rally 
around him in such a situation 
immense support, The party 
leadership could not tolerate 
this potential threat. 

The second factor in the re- 
placement of Zhukov may have 
been a crucial question of for- 
eign policy and its military im- 
plications, Khrushchey is con- 
ducting a policy in the Middle 
East—particularly with refer- 
ence to the Syrian crisis—which 
could precipitate world war 
Ill, Zhukov, apparently a con- 
servative military leader fully 
conscious of the dangers of nu- 
clear war, may have been op- 
posed to policies entailing risk 
of war. 

If this is so, then the replace- 
ment of Zhukov may have the 
most serious implications for 
the United States and the rest 
of the world. It could increase 
greatly the danger in coming 
days and weeks of a new world 
war,

Chances are, however, that 
the council: will arrive at a con- 
clusion supporting the abolish- 
ment of the national constitu- 
ency since the majority of the 
members are in favor of its abo- 
lishment, 

Arima is perfectly neutral as 
far as politics are concerned. He 
was born in Kagawa Prefecture 
in 1879 and put up his shingle 
after majoring in German law 
at Tokyo University. 

He holds a doctor’s degree in 
law and has lectured at his 
alma mater and served in the 
House of Peers. After the war 
he assumed the presidency of 
the Japan Lawyer: Association 
for two terms and is known to- 
day, together with Chuzo Iwata, 
as one of the most outstanding 
personalities in the judicial 
world of Japan. 

During his 53 years as a law- 
ver, he has never held a Govern- 
ment post. When Justice Minis- 
ter Yoshio Suzuki of the Tetsu 
Katayama Cabinet requested 
him to be judge of the Supreme 
Court, he declined on grounds 
that he “could not act on his 
belief” under the MacArthur ad- 
ministration. 

As for his hobbies, he has 
given up golf which he used to 
enjoy in prewar days, but pro- 
fesses to be an expert “go” 
player. 

The decision of the council on 
the difficult question which has 
a direct bearing on the inter- 
ests of the two opposing politi-

The Fate of Jordan

Extinction Looms Without Financial Aid _

The kingdom of Jordan faces 
extinction within a year wun- 
less America is willing to find 
the 12% million pounds (about 
$40 million} annual subsidy 
which Britain formerly paid to 
this artificial “satellite” in ex- 
istence. Carved out of the ribs 
of Palestine in 1919 so that Brit- 
ain could fulfil pledges made to 
Hussein of the Hedjaz, the 
guardian of the holy places of 
Mecca and Medina, it went to 
Hussein’s second son King Ab- 
dulla. It enabled Britain to 
keep faith with old Hussein 
(great grandfather of the pres- 
ent young Hussein) and _ his 
sons staged the revolt against 
the Turks. 


But it was and remained an 
artificial state serving no use- 
ful purpose and lacking oil or 
other natural resources to 
maintain an independent econo- 
my. Britain. possessed air 
bases in return for her bounty 
and Peake Pasha followed by

world. Today it is mirage. 


But after Britain spent 80 
million pounds on the 9,000 
foot runway at Amman and 
subsidized Jordan for nearly 
40 vears, King Hussein at Nas- 
ser’s insistance kicked Glubb 
Pasha out at two hours’ notice 
and demanded an end of Brit- 
ish influence. So Britain got 
out, handed over the airstrip 
and a great deal of property 
which Jordan was supposed to 
purchase and ended the sub- 
sidy. 

Nasser anxious to be top dog 
in the Arab world promised 
Hussein the Syria, Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt would make up the 
subsidy. * He even promised 
Egypt would underwrite it if 
Syria and Saudi Arabia default- 
ed. 


Had young Hussein been 
smart he would have insisted 
on a year’s subsidy being paid 
from the new friends, before’ he 
parted with an old and trusted 
friend. Now both Syria and 
Egypt have defaulted in the 
first year; Saudi Arabia paid up 
but has lately announced she is 
not paying any more. Britain 
came to Jordan’s aid with a 
gift of money and Hussein 


defaulted on sums due for the. 


equipment, 


America has weighed in with 
some cash arms, 
demanding “aid without strings 
attached” like, several other 
Arab states. He demands the 
right to be both “beggar and 
chooser.” Obviously this wili 
not appeal to any donor for 
long. So what will happen in 
about 12 months’ time when 
Jordan finds herself with a lot 
of arms but without the money 
for their upkeep or the cash to 
pay the wages of the army, 
teachers, civil servants and 
police? 

Unless America finds the an- 
nual subsidy while denied the 
use of strategic airfields or 
other “strings,” Jordan will go 
out of business. And America 
will not hand over money to 
avaricious corrupt Arabs with- 
out some control to ensure it 
is spent on the right objectives. 


It would in fact be the best 
thing for the future peace and 
stability of the Middle East if 
this artificial “satellite” were 
extinguished. That peace can 
only be assured if Israel's 
existence is recognized and if 
the 900,000 Arab refugees, many 
in Jordan, and the Gaza strip 
are resettled, 


The only two Arab states 
who can do both are Iraq and 
Saudi Arabia., Both possess the 
oil revenues from which to 
finance it and sponsor resettle- 
ment and the available land to 
give these wretched refugees a 
new home. And both covet 
Jordan, It would thus be the 
height of Anglo-American com- 
bined statesmanship to do a 
dal with Iraq and _ Saudi 
Arabia. 

The basis should be division 
of Jordan between them and 
the price, recognition of Isracl 
and settlement of the refugees. 
It would pay both Britain and 
America handsome dividends to 
aid financially such a_ settle

ment. It would remove ~Is- 
rael’s fears and end political ex- 
ploitation of the wretchedness 
of the refugees by Nasser and 
the Communists. 


Egypt and Syria would howl 
at such a settlement since Syria 
covets part of Jordan and 
Nasser would be deprived of 
the refugees as political bait. 
They can both be ignored. 
Syria is already in pawn to Rus- 
sia and Nasser has lost his pull 
and influence in the Arab

‘world consequent upon his de- 
feat by the Israelis. 

I found in Iraq and Saudi 
Aravia this year the leaders 
are well aware of the disastrous 
military debacle which sur- 
rounded Nasser’s vaunted 
troops. The mantle of Arab 
leadership now belongs to King 
Saud. wy taking a lead at such 
a settlement he will strengthen 
his position and weaken 'Nas- 
ser’s. 


Hussein cannot hope for any 
further largesse from Britain 
both because of the new 
financial stringency and be- 
cause of the base ingratitude 
shown to Glubb Pasha. Brit- 
ain’s need of the airfields has 
expired, too. And in America’s 
mooi of retrenchment it may 
be doubted if she will permit 
herself to be “taken for a ride” 
by providing in perpetuity “an 
annual subsidy just to keep a 
useless satellite alive when a 
deal with King Saud and King 
Faisal could at one stroke solve 
the twin vexed problem of 
recognition of Israel and -re- 
settlement of the refugees—the 
two problems which prevent 
peace from reigning in the 
Middle East.
